INSTRUCTION FOR THE PROVISION OF ASSISTANCE TO FAMILIES 


1 PURPOSE: 


The'purpose of this instruction is to outline the policies and pro- 
cedures to be follewed in providing assistance to families in connec- 
tion with projects established under Title III ia. the Bankhead- Jones 
Farm Tenant Act. 


@ DEPARTMENTAL POLICIES :. 


The gesustewyie Fs ema ao for Chiefs of Bureaus and Offices," dated 
September 25, 1937 (see Exhibit G attached to Instructien LU-PO 1) con- 
tains the féllewing statements with regard to "Agsistance to Baa tes 
Residing on Lands Purchased" under Title III: 





' "Every sonsideration will be given to assisting families 
residing on land purchased to find new oppertunities else- 
where, Opportunities for permanent work in the area in 
connection with the new uses of the land will be utilized to 
the fullest practical extent, The Department will endeavor 
to put families needing credit or other financial assistance 
in touch with Federal or State agencies as may have means at 


their command to render such aid, On these matters as well 
as on debt adjustment and rehabilitation problems, the Bureau 


of Agricultural Economics will consult officials of the Farm 
Security Administration. 


"Tt is also important that families vacating submarginal farms 
in one area do not establish new submarginal farms elsewhere. 
Field employees, therefore, will endeavor te guide such families 
so that if they purchase or rent new farms, it will be in super- 
marginal areas, Field employees will maintain close contact 

' with State agricultural colleges and extension services, county 
agents, and rural rehabilitation supervisors to see that families 
facing the preblem of relocation may be given the most effective 
help by all agencies, 


"within the limits of the funds available, the Farm Security 
Administration will provide the necessary debt adjustment, re- 
~ habilitation, and related assistance. This will require a defi- 
@ nite procedure in cooperation as indicated in this memorandum under 
the heading 'Procedure and Departmental Clearance,!" | 
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MEMORANDUM Ol AGRSEEANT WITH PARM SECURITY AD! INISTRATION: 


@ Pursuant to the Secretary's statements of policy, there has been 
executed a "Memorandum of Agreement between the Bureau of Agricul- 
tural Economics and the Farm Security Administration for Providing 
Assistance to Families in Connection with Projects Ustablished under 
Title III of the Bankhead-Jones Farm Tenant Act," This Memorendum 
of Agreement sets forth the respective responsibilities of the Bureau 
of Agricultural Economics and the Farm Security Administration in 
this connection and the policies and procedures which will govern 
the discharge of these responsibilities, 


b <A copy of this iemorandum of uigreement is attached as Exhibit Ae 
Its provisions are to be studied carefully and put into effect as 
promptly es possible. %

a Generel 


The provision of assistance to families constitutes no less an im- 
portant phase of the Lend Utilization Prosram then the land acquisi- 
tion, land developinent, and permanent administration phases. ‘Appro- 
priate action to provide such assistance ust therefore eommence at 
the earliest possible date and be carried on simultaneously with the 
other phases of the project »rosramn, receiving as much attention at 
every stege as those other phases. 





The fact thet the facilities available for assisting families residing 
on projcct lands way be more limited in the case of the “new proj-~ 
ects thon in the case of the "old" projects should not mean a less, 
successful treatment of this problem, If the limitations in question 
ere recognized a& the outset and every-effort is made to exhaust the 
facilitics which ere available and to integrate such effort with the 
other phases of the project program, these limitations will be mini- 
mized and the results may be even more successful than those previously 


secured.

Paragravh 5 ¢ ILI D of Instruction LU=PO 5 already pro- 
vides for the inclusion in future project proposals or 
estimates of the budgetery and personnel. requirements 
involved in providing assistance to families residing 
on the lands to be proposed for purchase, on other lands 
within the project area, «nd any other pertinent lands 
adjacent to but outside of the proposed project area,

4b I .B Project Proposels Alroady Submitted 


i ee Land Utilization Program regional directors will promptly 
prepare, with the cooperation of regional directors of the 
Farm Socurity Administration and transmit to the Leader of 
the Division of Project Organization, estimates of the 
budgetary and personnel requirements involved in providing 
assistance to families in connection with each project in 
their regions for which « proposal has already been sub- 
mitted to Washington. These estimates will be vrepared on 
the same basis as that required for estimates to be included 
in future project proposals. 


(1) Insofar as these estimates relate to families residing 


a ee on. lands proposed for vurchase, it is believed that 
we sufficiently accurate information is already available 


as e& result of the instructions issued by the Leader 

of the Division of Project Organization, on January ll, 
1938 to Land Utilization officials in charge of Resions 
Veer eels VewVigsviL, Tkuand Xiveand on, January 
26, 1938, to the Land Utilization officials in charge 
of the Northern and Southern Great Pleins Regions. 
Insofar as such inforttation or information relating to 
femilies residing on other lands within the project 
area is not yet available or cannot be readily secured, 
Land Utilization Program reional directors, with the 
cooperation of regional directors of tne Farm Security 
Administration, will make appropriate arrangements for 
securing such further information as may be necessary 
in this connection. 





If such arrangzemonts will require the use of Title III 
funds or personnel, Land Utilization Program resional 
directors will appropriately revise existing work state- 
ments to cover the use of such funds or personnel and 
will submit three copies of such revised work statenents 
to the Division of Project Organization in Washington 
for prior approvel. If the use of Title III funds or 
personnel in this connection is designed to provide 

only clerical assistance in tabulating data already 
available, then no new work unit need be included in 
revising the work statement but such clerical assisvance 
should be assigned to the most appropriate existing 
work unit, If the use of Title III funds or personnel 
in this connection, however, is designed to provide for 
new field work, then the revised work statement should 
include ea seperate work.unit to cover both the new field 
work and any necessary clerical assistance.

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C Revision of Ustimates 


If significant changes in the acreage proposed for purchase 
ocour subsequently or inaccuracies in the estimates pree 
viously submitted are revealed by subsequent surveys, Land 
tilization Program regionel directors will promptly trans- 
mit to the Leader of the Division of Project Organization 
copies of revised or additional estimates. 


Subsequent Surveys 


The Memorandum of Agreement (ixhibit A) provides, in Paragraph 
I Bl, for securing cortain besic data to determine which of 
the families residing on the project area will require assist- 
ence and the type of assistance required by cach family and, 
in Paragraph IC 1, for securing "oceupants' statements as to 
relocation arrangements." It is contemplated that this basic 
data and the "occupants! statements" in question will both be 
secured in connection with the farm and land use surveys con= 
ducted in connection with the preparation of the land acquisi- 
tion and other detailed project plans, 


If the farm and land use surveys for particular projects have 
already been completed, and the basic data in question has not 
yet been secured, or if the securing of such basic data or the 
"occupants! statements" will appreciably increase the Title 
IIIT funds or personnel required to conduct the farm and land 
use surveys, then Land Utilization Program regional directors 
will submit eppropriate work statements for the purpose, The 
extent to which Title III funds and porsonnel can be used in 
this connection will be indicated in the approval of such

Permanent lMaintenance Personnel 


“A Paragraph II A 2 of the iiemorandum of Agreement (Exhibit 


A) refers only to families for which full or partetime 
employment as permenent maintenence personnel can be 
assured by the permanent administering agency, This 
class, however, may also include those families for 
which full or partetime employment as permanent maine 
tenance personnel in connection with any other public 
program will provide an economic basis for continue 
occupancy of project lands and to which the public 
agency involved is willing to assure such employment,

II A An illustration in this connection would be the case of 
. @ person regularly employed by a State Highway Department 
to service public roads in the vicinity and who, for 
reasons of convenience, should desirably reside on eiedcas 
lands ° 


B It is realized thet before determinations as to permanent 
administering agencies for the projects are made and the 
projects reach advanced stages of completion, it will be 
difficult to estinate the maximum possibilities for per- 

movont maintenance employment which the program or ovher 
pu.iie program in the vicinity will provide. and to secure 
final assurance in this connection from the permanent ad-~ 
ministering or other public agencies involved. % should 
be possible, however, to estimate fairly early the minimum 
opportunities for vermanent meintenence employment which 
will be aveilable and to reach tentative understandings 
with proposed permanent administering or other public 
acencies involved. Land Utilization Program regional direc- 
tors, with the cooperation of regional directors of the Farm 
Security Administration, will therefore endeavor to reach 
such understandings as early es possible and will promptly 
advise the Leader of the Division of Project Organization 
of any understandings so reached. y 


C The cooneration of permenont administering and other public 
agencies involvec should also be requested, when found 
appropriate, to secure the services of other state or local 
asencies for assisting the families residing on project lands. 


III Substitute Cccupancy Privileges 


A Substitute occupancy privileges, as defined in Paragraph 
II A 3 of the Memorandum of Agreement (Exhibit A), will 
not be granted unless they permit the use of better build- 
ings than those ovmed (or leased) end occupied by the 
family, will improve tho family's location from the stand- 
point of schools, roads and other public fe cilities, and 
Will be consistent with efficient project operation and 
administration. . 


B The grant of such substitute occupancy briviicees will be 
so conditioned as to provide assurance that any use made 
of the noneacquired lands owned or leased by the family 
involved will be consistent vith the project programe 


-C Grazing or similar use privileges may ‘be granted in cone 
junction with such substitute occupancy privileges.

Land Utilization Program regional directors will submit 
complete information and recommendations to the Division 
of Project Orgenization in Washington for appropriate 
action. 


Temporary Use Agreenents 


A 


By the time payment is made for the land occupied by each 
femily (except those families which are to remain under 
life leases or substitute occupancy privileges, or as per-= 
manent maintenance personnel), arrangements for the reloca- 
tion of the amily involved should already have been made 
or every facility available for the purpose should have 
already been exhausted. There should therefore be few, 

if eny, cases for the granting or renowel of temporary use 
privileges beyond one cropping season, after payment for 
the land involved has been made. 


Paragraph 2 b of Instruction LU=PO 6 provides that written 
permission must be secured from the Leader of the Division 

of Project Orcanizetion before temporary use privileses msy 

be granted for periods exceeding one year where the occupancy 
of buildings is concerned, or one season in the case of crop~ 
ping or grazing privileges only. Paragraph 3 c II A (2) of 
Instruction LU=PO 6 provides that "No temporary use agreements 
involving the occupancy and use of project lands, the purchase 
of which has been consummated by the United States, will be 
executed until the proposea fees for the project have bcen 
approved by the appropriate Washington official." It is con- 
templeted thet these provisions will furnish a basis for 
determining whethor the continued occupancy of project property 
by the families involved will be consistent with the relocation 
program for those familics.

ad Use of Farm Security Administration Facilities to Provide Assistance 
to Pamilics:

The Memorandum of Agreement (Exhibit A) provides, in Paragraph 
III A 2 k "That loans and grants will. not be made to occupants 
of proposed project ereas except upon approval of the project 
manager,” It is intended in this connéction, that the County 
Rural Rehabilitation Supervisors will ‘consult Land Utilization 
project managers with regard to the financial assistance to be 
rendered not only to families residing on lands acquired or to 
be acquired, but also to other families residing in the project 
area. The purpose of such consultation will be, in the case of 


femilies residing on lands acquired or to be acquired, to deter-~ 


mine the form and amount of aid to be extended in individual 
cases ond the adequacy of such aid to provide a better locetion 
for the family involved, and, in the case of other families 
residing in the project arca, to determine the compatibility 

of loans end grants with the land use progrem for the areca.

In order to carry out: this provision of the Memorandum of 
Agreement (Exhibit A), it will be necessary for Land Utiliza- 
tion project managers to effect: close cooperative relation= 
ships with the County Rural Rehabilitation Supervisors. 


Integration of Assistance to Families cds other Phases of Project 
Programs: 


Planning 


If e particular agency is to assume any obligations with 
regard to providing assistance to families on project lands, 
it is obviously important that that -asency become aware of 


the nature and extent of its ooligations at the earliest 


possible date. Regional officials in charre of Land Utiliza- 


‘tion will therefore arranze with any agencies, in addition to 


the Farm Security Administration, - which cen contribute assist~ 
ance, for the fullest possible. participation by those agencies 
in pertinent planning phases of the project. 


Land Acquisition 


Regional officiels in charge of Land Utilization will recognize 


‘the desirability of taking into consideration the specific 


femily assistance problems that may be encountered, before 
recommending the "acceptance" of options. By proceeding in 
the manner suggested, cases may be avoided in which it is 
found after the purchase of a particular tract that the family 
involved cannot be relocated on a satisfactory basis, If, for 
example, no better or equally good opportunity elsewhere will 
be available to a fomnily on & particular tract and the purchése 
of that tract is not vital to tho land use adjustment program 
for the area, then knowledge of these circumstances at the 
outset may result in not recommending such purchase, Similarly, 
a a better or equally good opportunity elsewhere will not be 
vailable to a femily on one tract but will be available to a 
Peak: on See tract and either one of the two tracts would 
serve equally well for a particular purpose of the land use 
adjustment program, then lmowledge of these circumstances at 
the outset may result in recommending the purchase of only the 
latter tract. 


Development 


Experience on the "old" projects hes indicated that the con- 
tinued employment of families residing on project lends in 
connection with developient work is a factor in discouraging 
those families from taking the initiative in finding new loca-~ 
tions.

IV Squetters 


Considerablo difficulty hes been encountered in connection with 

the "old" proje ects by reason of squatters moving on project 

lands after the aate of optioning and even efter the date of 
purchase. Since such souetber occupancy creates additional = 
relocation end rchabilitetion oroblems, every effort must be = 


made to prevent such situations from arising.

Paragraph 12 ¢ IV of Instruction LU=PO 1 provides; "It 
will be the general policy to permit the reservation of 
improvements by the vendor provided such imorovements 
are removed within a specified timo and are not needed 
in connection with the development of the project. ix- 
ceptions to this general policy will be those instences 
in which the improvements, if reserved, would be sub- 
ject to use in e manner detrimental to the general land 
conservation and land utilization program." In exccuting 
this policy, Land Utilization field officiels should 
oencourege vendors to reserve their improvements in cases 
in which such reservation would be the most effective 
method of preventing squatter occupancye 


Land Utilization project managers will institute action 
at a date sufficiontly early to prevent squatter occu- 
pancy of buildings immediately upon their being vacated. 
This action will include demolition, romoval, boarding- 
up, sale for removal within e stipulated period, and such 
other measures as may be availeble and appropriate in the 
particular case, In this connection, attention is celled 
to the desirability of preventing the purchase of project 
buildings by persons who would so use them as to create 
the same problems that their sale and removel were de- 
Signed to eliminate. Such condition should therefore be 
imposed upon sales of this kind as may be appropriate for 
the purpose in question within the limits of the procedure

I. Family data, 


A. Project proposalse 


1. As soon as the preparation of a proposal for the establishment 
of a project under Title III of the Bankhead-Jones Farm Tenant 
Act is commenced, regional officials in charge of IW will ad- 
vise regional ufone ons of the FSA, outlining the proposed proj- 
ect and arranging for paeie etter where desired of appropri- 
ate representatives of the FSA. The purpose of such participa- 
tion by FSA representatives will be: 


ae To become sufficiently familiar with the project proposal 
and the subseaucnt development of the project so as to ex- 
tend the maximum aid through rehabilitation loans and other 
rehabilitation services in order to help make the project 
achieve its purposes, - 


be To detormine the extent of aid which the FSA might be re- 
quired to rendér to those who willleave the area, as well 
as to those who will remain within and adjacent to the area, 





ce To be in a position to make specific recommendations to LU 
- officials which présent the views of FSA officials on any 
phase of the project which is pertinent from the rehabili- 
‘tation point of viewe FSA representatives will not conduct 
at this stage any detailed survey of the families involved 
or their needs, whether on the proposed peoseck or in the 
areas adjacent - to the project. 


B,e Surveys subsequent to approval of project proposals, 


1, The farm and land use surveys conducted by LU field offices in 
connection with the preparation of the land acquisition and 
other detailed project plans will be utilizod to the fullest 
possible extent for determining which of the families resid- 
ing on the project area will require assistance and the type 
of assistance required by cach family, Regional officials in 
charge of LU, with the advice of the regional directors of FSA, 
will determino the basic data necessary for such determination 
and will include appropriate provisions for such basic data in 

the schedules used in securing data for the preparation of the 
z detailed project plans. It is not intended that the basic data 
| in question include those detailed items which the FSA would or- 
dinarily secure in its investigations prior to the making of 
loans or rendering of other assistance to individual families,

C. Occupant's statement as to relocation arrangements. P ‘

It is absolutely essential that the relocation arrangements for 


the occupants of lands proposed for purchase be clearly under- 
stood by the families involved and made a matter.of record from 
the very outset. The signature of the head of each family oc- 
cupying land proposed for purchase will, therefore, be secured 
by a representative of LU to one of the following statements:

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Copies of the applicable statenient will be distributed as fol-

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oe LU representatives charged with responsibility for securing the 
signed statements will be given specific instruction on which to 
base a decision as to the appropriate statement to be secured 
from each family involved.. Such instructions will be given ina 
joint conference of regional, project and county officials of the 
two agencics involved. Where occupants have a large enough equity 
to realize from the proceeds of the sale sufficicnt funds to ac- 
quire by purchase or rental suitable relocation lands, to supple- 
ment livestock and cquipment already owned, and finance farm and 
home operating expense on a scale in kcoeping with the average FSA 
client in the arec involved, they will obviously be expected to 
Sign the first statement. Similarly, occupants whose real inter- 
ests are not farming and who should be able to find suitable em- 
ployment unaided, will be expected to sign the first statement, 


4. Where the occupant refuses to sign the appropriate statement, the 
project manager will report these circumstances in writing to the 
regional official in charge of LU who will determine in coopéra- 
tion with the regional director of FSA what further action, if any, 
is necessarye 





II. Use of project lands to provide assistance to families, 


A. Projects approved under Title III of the Bankhead-Jones Farm Tenant 
Act will have been sc planned as to enable « maximum number of fami- 
lies to remain in the area consistently with the authority and purposes 
of the program involved. Project lands will be utilized to provide 
assistance as follows: 


le. Life leases, 


ae This class will include only those families to which life 
leases are granted as a part of the purchase contract. 


2e Permanent maintenance personnel. 


ae This class will include only those families for which full 
or part-time cmployment as permanent maintenance personnel 
can be assured by the permanent administering agencye Such 
employment must provide an economic basis for continued oc- 
cupancy of project lands,

That insofar as the families involved qualify for Tenant Pur- 
chase loans, they will be referred to the county committee for

That in approving farms or ranches selected by the families, 
every effort will be made to see that the land is good, well 
located with regard to community facilities, and that secur- 
ity of tenure is provided in the lease, New farms should 
represent a distinct improvement in character and family op- 
portunities over the project land on which they have been 
livinge 


That the families involved will be urged to take the initia- 
tive in finding suitable new locations as close as possible 
to their present locations, but where this is impossible and 
removal to other counties or even states must be resorted to, 
such familics will be provided with any information available 
to FSA with regard to suitable relocation lands, with the un- 
derstanding that they must personally inspect and make rental, 
arrangoments for any such land found to be suitable.

(1) Since successful provision of assistance to families de- 
pends on the extent to which the families take the ini- 
tiative in applying for assistance and locating suitable 
relocation farms, it is of the utmost importance that the 
families be encouraged in every way possible, by all. con- 
cerned, to take such initiative. It is recognized, how- 
ever, that certain families will fail to apply for assis- 
tance or locate suitable land. 


(a) Suitable steps will be taken by LU project personnel 
to insure application by the family for assistance, 


(b) Families who have applied but have been unable to 
locate suitable land will receive such help as is 
available locally and through other offices of FSA 
and LU. 


That where project families are unable to qualify for standard

Vile Unauthorized statements. 


A. Promises of assistance to families which cannot be fulfilled will 
prove extremely harmful both to the families involved and to all 
the agencies that may be concerned. Field employees who have not 
been authorized to consult families with regard to their relocation, 
or to the provision of assistance for them will make no statements 
of any kind concerning such matters, Ficld employees who have been 
authorized to consult families for the purposes in question will make 
no statements which are inconsistent with the contents of this "Memo- 
randum of Agreement", Regional officials in charge of LU and region- 
al directors of FSA will immediately report any violations of the pro- 
visions of this paragraph to their appropriate Washington offices in 
order that any necessary disciplinary action may be taken promptly. 





VII. Case records, 


A. The frequent occasions which arise for justifying actions taken with 
regard to the relocation of particular families make it extremely 
important that case records of all such actions be carefully main- 
tained by all field offices dealing with such families.

forth in this "Memorandum of Agreement" will be made without the prior 
approval of the Bureaus concerned.
